Hi Fabian: 

Our lighting vendor, Sean Lujan, has been trying to get some information from you for many weeks, tied to the holiday 
lighting we’d like to do in the Melrose BID this holiday season. We have received the forms you have forwarded (i.e. permit 
instructions, applications and policy specs) as well as the photo of the adaptor, but he still has not received answers to the 
very specific questions we have which will dictate whether we can use the mesh lights we’ve chosen or not. 

Can you please answer the following questions so we can ensure we’re estimating costs on the correct equipment: 

1 . What kind of outlet is at the top of the poles? Is it a regular 1 1 0 outlet or something different?
